The Soviets have openly
demonstrated that they are more interested in llberatl;ng Japan than ih the
peaceful reconstruction of territories which have been liberated by the

peoplets republics.

b. Unless the Soviet Union mekes s definite promise to intervene in the Korean war,
the only alternative is & North Korean and Chinese agreement with the United
Nations. An armistice ayeement will permit the liberation of South Korea
from within. However, recently revealed Soviet pol_j,cy clearly shows that the
Boviets desire to provoke the Chinese into meking rash decisions to widen the
wer; while the Soviets sit back and telk about peace. '

¢. The Soviets fear that the Chinese Communists will breek with the Kremlin if

the Korepn war 1s settled, &nd want the North Koreans and Chinese to continue
fighting an indecisive war. Boviets do not care about unificetion of Korea;
